Recent Victories Tighten
Free State Government’s
Hold on South Ireland.

DUBLIN, July 22 (1 a. m. Satur-
day).—~The Free State government
has further strengthened its posi-
tions In the midlands and the weat
by clearing Sligo. Nenagh, Tulla-
more and Castlereagh of !rregulars.

The rebels are barricadng Cork
to make a last desperate stand.

Obtaining a Nationalist uniform,
Tom Barry tried to eschpe from
Mount Joy prison tonight. but was
caught at the second gate. Tha
prisoner was originally captured at
the Four Courts Building wearing
the uniform of a woman helonging
te the Red Cross.

DUBLIN, July 21.— Free State
troops are now engaged In consoli-
dating their positions in Limerick
following & complete victory over
the rebels and occupation of the
city.

Operations of the regulars are
centered at Limerick Castle and the
Far-acks. Before the Free State
soldlers had completed their occupa-
tion of the city, rebels set fire to
several business houses.

Rebels Flee to South.

The victory at Limerick following
a successful battle at Waterford.
which resulted in occupation of most
of that ecity, strengthens the Free
State zovernment’'s hold in the South
of Ireland materally and brings
their effort to dominate the island.
with the exception of Ulster, nearer
to realization.

The first outstanding victorles
along the Ulster border in the North
are fallowed by the driving of the
rebels from Dublin after the bloody
battles of the Four Courts and Sack-
ville street. After this campaign
the defeated rebels fled Southward
and entrenched themselves at Lim-
erick and Walerford.

Reports indicate that the rebels

are ‘preparing to make thefr next]|-

stand at Cork. where they are sald
to be erecting heavy barricades and
planting mines. It is possible that
Bn engagement. second in ferocity
snly to the recent Dublin battles,
will he fought at Cork Iin the near
future.
Leave Limerick in Flames.

Complete control of Limerick was
claimed by the Free State govern-
ment in a communique. Before the
rebels retreated they set fire to the
positions which they had been hold-
Ing. including the ancient castle of
St. John's, on the bank of the Shan-
non River. it was stated. Flames
gpread to other buildings, throwing
up a glare which illuminated Lim-
erick all night. Numerous explo-
slong occurred as the fires reacheg
ammunition dumps.

The city was sald to have been
left in a deplorable condition, with
the poorer inhabitants near starva-
tion.

The motive which prompts the Beth-
lehem Company to acquire Lacka-
wanna, the opinion holds, is solely the
desire (o secure greater efficiency
and economy in production.

Liquor Craft Now in
Mr. Hughes’ Hands.

NEW YORK, July 21.—Chlef Gen-
eral Agent John D. Appleby, of the
New York prohibition offices, today
admitted that the matter of fifteen
British ships which have been do-
ing a wholesale whisky business
with American smuggling craft just
outside the twelve-mile limit, had
been made the subject of an inter-
national brief. The brief, Chlef Ap-
pleby sald, Is now in the hands of
Secretary of State Hughes, await-
ing his decision.

If the Secretary of State regards
the matter of sufficlent import he
Is empowered to tauke the matter
up with representatives of the Brit-
ish government and make it an in-
ternational issue. Both Director
Ralph A. Day, under whose author-
ity the general agents operate in
this zone, and General Agent Apple-
by are of the opinion that the briet
will eventually reach the British
Eovernment.
